A REBUKE TO THE

The Appellate division of the New York Supreme 
court has affirmed the conviction and sentence of 
William H. Anderson, former state superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon league, saying in part: 

“The admitted fact is that there was an arrange- 
ment between Anderson and Phillips by wae: 
Phillips was to divide with Anderson one-half of 
the amount of his yearly salary and commissions 
in excess of $10,000. Anderson’s testimony on this 
matter differed from that of the people’s witness, 
Phillips, only in this, that Anderson asserted that 
Phillips voluntarily offered to give Anderson one 
half of his earnings over $10,000 yearly, while 
Phillips in effect asserts that the division was_com- 
pulsory. , 

“It was in testimony by the defendant, Ander- 


be made, in order to obviate the necessity of Phil- 
lips paying an income tax to the federal and state 
governments on $4,400 which had been properly 
charged to Phillips, The defendant also testified 
that, although he received this $4,400 from Phillips 
out of the latter’s earnings for 1920 and deposited 
the same to his personal account, he likewise paid 
no income tax to mer the federal or state govern:

“That decline,” he said, “is not due 
either to the form or substance of our 
legal structure, which has been steadily 
improving for a generation, but is to be

which is essential to an adequate legal 
system. 


Standards Slipping for a Generation. 


For a generation we have pro- 
gressively lowered the tone and stand- 
ards of the bar through the increasing 
numbers of those entering the legal 
profession, who are without the ade- 
quate technical training and experi- 
ence, and without the background of 
liberal education, experience, and aaso- 
ciations which make for moral respon- 
sibility. 

“The most important step for the 
improvement of the law on its admin- 
istrative side is by improvement in the 
training, character, and morale. of 
those to whom its administration is 
primarily committed, by convincing 
ourselves and the public that our pro- 
fession ought to be, and must be, in 
a real sense a learned profession. 


No Sound Reason for Politics. 


“ Fundamentally there is no reason 
why ‘the office of the public prosecutor 
should be a political office, and yet in- 
definite harm is done to the cause of 
law enforcement and good government 
in this country in consequence of the 
fact that that office is either frankly 
and avowedly political, or, in any 
event, is peculiarly subject to untoward 
political influences. This fact is prob- 
. ably more responsible for the lax ad- 
-ministrgtion of law than all other 
causes combined.”

LFALFA is a comparatively new 
crop on many farms in the corn 
belt, especially those in the north- 
ern part of the central states re- 
gion, and farmers still are trying to 
learn the best method of cutting and 
curing the crop. Saving the leaves is 
the big objective. 

It is becoming fairly well known that 
this legume should not be cut until the 
plants are in full bloom. Watch the 
blooms and the shoots.
